| am happy to report that all activity for 2021 is finished and we're looking forward to 2022. This doesn't 
mean we have forgotten about 2021 by any means. I've received a number of nice notes from the first place 
finishers who are thanking the plaque sponsors and NCQP committee. They usually praise the quality and 
attractiveness of their plaque. Let's expand on these plaques and the system in place getting them in the 
hands of the winners. 


It all starts in December with sponsorship. Dwayne, N4MIO, our committee Awards Manager, sends out 
letters and emails to the previous year's sponsors asking if they want to renew their $50 pledge for the 
plaques in the upcoming event. Dwayne has a “wait list” of new prospective sponsors, so when the collec- 
tion from the previous sponsors is complete he goes to his list and assigns ones from the wait list as needed. 
Let me be sure to thank all of our sponsors, past and present, for the tremendous support we have received. 
Dwayne never has had any problem getting the sponsorship roles filled every year. 


Once the QSO Party is done and the log deadline has past, Marc, W4MPS, our Logs Manager, produces the 
final standings spreadsheet and the audits are completed. From that Dwayne compiles the list of winners 
and prepares a report of exactly what is to be engraved on the plaques. This is the report that will go to the 
engraver, but before they get it Dwayne sends it to each committee member. We want as many eyes on that 
report as we can. My dad always taught me, measure twice, cut once! Errors are not likely, but | look at it 
from a non-ham's perspective. Most people don't know how a call sign is constructed, so I'm looking for 
confusion between a “1” and an “I” in a callsign and other things like that, for example. 


Once everyone gives the “all clear” Dwayne sends the report to our plaque maker, JNS Crafts in Raleigh, and 
says, “OK TO PRINT!” At this point I've got to give a huge shout out to Jim Grabowski of JNS Crafts. Jim is the 
company owner and artisan responsible for making our plaques. If you ever find yourself at the Raleigh Flea 
Market, stop in and talk to Jim, or his lovely XYL Susan, at their storefront located in the Fairgrounds Educa- 
tion Building. Check out all of his work and thank him for the great job he does for NCQP. 


Thats all Jim needs to start the sawdust flying! The plaques are made of a very nice wood Jim picked out for 
us. It is a profile of the state of North Carolina with a nice raised wooden RARS logo placed about where 
Hickory, NC would be. The award verbiage and sponsor credit is engraved directly into the wood face and 
then letters and outline highlighted by a very unique “burning” process. We all had wood burning kits as a 
kid, but Jim has taken it to an entirely different level! 


The bill has to be paid, and Greg Seamster, KE4PAX, RARS Treasurer (who does a great job, by the way) pays 
JNS from the sponsorship funds received earlier in the year. The last thing to do is mail them out and Dwayne 
gets that done post haste. With a log deadline of March 12, 2021 this year, Dwayne had the plaques in USPS 
hands by April 28. That's just about six weeks to compile the results, review/audit, make the plaques, pay 
the bill, and send them out. A testament to the great team we've got!
